1 . The following correspondence is an Office Action for Application No. 10/565,292 
for a DEVICE FOR RELEASABLE MOUNTING OF A BUNDLE OF BAGS ON A WALL, 
filed on 1/20/2006. This correspondence is in response to applicant's reply filed on 
7/19/2007. Claims 1-6 are pending. 

Priority 

2. Applicant is advised of possible benefits under 35 U.S.C. 371 based upon 
Application No. 0302183-9 filed in Sweden on August 8, 2003 and International Patent 
Application No. PCT/SE2004/001 168 on August 6, 2004, wherein an application for 
patent filed in the United States may be entitled to the benefit of the filing date of a prior 
application filed in a foreign country. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a bundle of bags attached to a sheet having a slot disposed below an 
opening in combination with a fitting having a first leg terminating at a curved bottom 
web, the curved bottom web extending to a second leg, the second leg having a free 
end portion, the free end portion having a first converging surface and a second 
converging surface forming a nose; the curved bottom web being disposed in the slot of 
the sheet, the nose extending through the opening of the web and bearing against the 
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first leg; and tlie second leg being in contact with the bundle of bags and urging the 
bundle of bags away from the sheet, in combination with the other elements recited.
